Call it black market or gray market, the day may be coming when 
housewives willing to pay more for meat than the government allows 
will be able to do so—law or no law. 
While there were scattered reports of extra money being paid for 
beef at the retail level Wednesday, the chain of events had already 
reached many wholesale suppliers, most of whom were almost out of 
beef themselves. 
“ I would estimate the black market is already 15 to 20 per cent of 
the total national sales —meaning that much is selling above the 
ceiling prices set by law,” said Merson Moran, operations manager of 
the Vienna Sausage Manufacturing Corp of Phoenix, Ariz 
“ A lot of legitimate people have had to go out of business in the 
slaughtering business,” said a wholesaler in Buffalo, N Y , who 
declined to be identified “ A black market operator can pay the moon 
for beef because he’s not under a ceiling ” 


“ A gray market that gets worse is a black market,” said Herrell 
deGraff, a spokesman for the American Meat Institute “ Mrs. 
Housewife is going to go the supermarket and she’s going to find her 
seven-pound rib roast is going to be 10 pounds, with the short ribs 
added It'll be the same price. Her porterhouse steak is going to have a 
three-inch-long tail of fat Her ham is not going to be trimmed of its

Is it 
possible that someone recently adopted the name, or has 
there been a real Minnesota Fats all the time? — Max Pis- 
chel, Borger, Texas. 
A — Rudolf Walter Wanderone Jr., and his 52-inch waist 
have been with us all the time. He was first known as New 
York Fats on the pool hustling circuit, since he came from 
New York. But when “The Hustler" was made in 1961, with 
Jackie Gleason as Minnesota Fats, old Rudolph just adopted 
the new name because he claimed the character was based 
on him anyhow. And then he collaborated on a book called 
"Minnesota Fats.” 


q _ who is this guy "Roone Arledge, Executive Produ­ 
cer” that’s always mentioned at the end of every sports 
show on ABC? — Jake Snyder, High Point, N.C. 
A — He’s a rather stout, red-haired gentleman who used to 
produce daytime kiddie shows (something called "Hi Mom") 
and once wrestled at Columbia.

He also, after his release from the Army, 
played two seasons as a flanker with the Los Angeles Rams 
(1950-51). Blanchard (real first name, Felix) retired from 
the Air Force as a full colonel in 1971 after 25 years service. 
The last two years he has been commandant of cadets at 
New Mexico Military Academy in Roswell, N.M., but left 
this summer and now lives in Burnett, Tex., where I’m not 
doing anything but sit by a lake, watching fish jump out of 
the water.” He did not try pro ball (though his son, Tony, a 
tight end from North Carolina, had a brief training camp 
trial with the Browns a couple of years ago).

The will, not the way 


Congressional 
efforts 
to 
implement 
procedural reforms in order to help it deal 
effectively with the federal budget are, of 
course, welcome. Unfortunately, however, 
that 
doesn’t 
cover 
the 
fact 
that 
in 
governmental affairs where there’s a way 
doesn’t mean there is always the will. 
Tax Foundation, Inc. points this out in a 
new study 
it has made 
into federal 
spending problems. The private research 
organization applauds the aims of current 
Congressional activity in the budgetary 
field, but warns that “procedural reforms 
will not automatically provide a panacea 
for all budgetary ills or problems.’’ 
In current debates over executive vs. 
legislative fiscal powers, the Foundation 
points out, one effect has been to politicize 
the differences. “ Who is going to control 
spending priorities has, in effect,’’ its 
report says, “ become the prime issue, 
rather than how much spending there 
should be.’’

The Foundation feels that perhaps the 
most positive result of the confrontation 
has been to “ force a recognition within 
Congress that if it is to carry out its 
constitutional power of the purse’ it must 
establish an effective mechanism for 
budgetary control.” 
The report suggests several guidelines 
to assessm ent of any reforms, including: 
A requirement to relate spending to 
revenue and to debt and to openly decide 
whether to reduce spending, raise taxes or 
incur additional debt; 
Adoption of a “ firm and enforceable” 
spending 
ceiling, 
applicable 
to 
all 
spending, and limited as to any excess 
spending. 
Discouragement 
of 
“voting 
for 
a 
spending ceiling in the initial budget stage 
and for tax increases in the final stage to 
finance (excesses). 
That's the “ will'' that goes with the 
“way.” 


Ellsberg question 


The burglarizing of the doctor's 
office 
has 
given 
rise 
to 
an 
unexpected debate on the question 
of 
the 
latent 
powers 
of 
the 
President. 
Everybody 
autom ati­ 
cally assumed all along not only that 
it was illegal to break into the office 
but also reprehensible, the two not 
always going hand in hand. 
Along comes John 
E h r lic h m a n 
to 
testify that in point 
of fact he did not 
c o m m issio n 
the 
burglary, but that if 
he had indeed done 
so in the name of 
Richard Nixon he 
would 
under 
the 
circum stances have 
been justified. 
This reduced Senator Ervin to 
sputtering indignation, from which 
he recovered long enough to gasp 
out 
the 
observation 
that 
the 
President does not have the power 
to suspend the Fourth Amendment. 
In due course there ensued a 
learned 
debate 
on 
the 
subject 
between John J. Wilson, lawyer for 
Ehrlichman, and Senator Ervin. 
And, a day later, Daniel Ellsberg 
had a press conference at which he 
proved nothing at all by saying he 
wouldn’t dream of passing along 
secret 
documents 
to 
a 
foreign 
power, and neither would any of his 
friends, and anyway, his father- in­ 
law and he aren’t on speaking 
term s, and that proves that J. Edgar 
Hoover wouldn't have hesitated to 
investigate him, contrary to the 
representations of Ehrlichm an who 
claimed that the White House had to 
maneuver around the F B I because 
of 
Hoover’s longtime friendship 


with Ellsberg’s father-in-law. 
I 
recoil 
from 
Mr. 
Wilson’s 
comfortable assurances that the 
President can in fact do anything in 
the high cause of national security 
although the argum ent is tenable, 
and was of course embraced by 
Abraham Lincoln. He argued, in 
defense of one of the many liberties 
he took with the Constitution during 
the Civil War, that the Founders 
could not have been expected to ask 
a President, in order to sustain a 
single liberty, to doom all other 
liberties by perm itting the ship of 
state to sink. Although at the tim e 
he made this defense there was no 
question that the republic was in 
m ortal danger, still history does not 
validate Lincoln's judgment: i.e., it 
is 
probable 
that 
without, 
for 
instance, suspending habeas corpus, 
he would have won the war in any 
event. 
Ellsberg points out that for ten 
cents, the Soviet Union could have 


got the Pentagon Papers at the local 
newsstand. It is a cute point, but 
Fllsberg in fact pulled a fast one. 
The fact is the White House did 
not know what was in the Pentagon 
Papers at the moment it heard that 
a set had been delivered to the 
Soviet Em bassy. And even if the 
W hite House had assumed that the 
contents of the papers would not 
reveal to the Soviet Union secrets 
damaging 
to the United States, 
there 
was 
a 
corpus 
delicti: 
classified papers delivered to the 
Soviet Em bassy by somebody. One 
can hardly blame Mr. Nixon for 
proceeding on the assumption that it 
was reasonable to suppose that the 
same man who delivered them to 


the New York Times delivered them 
to the Russians. 
I suspect that Mr. Ehrlichm an has 
not come clean on the question of 
Ellsberg’s psychiatrist. Unless the 
psychiatrist is a Svengali of sorts, or 
unless he were a gentleman of 
subversive background identified as 
such by either the F.B.I. orC.I.A. or 
somebody, he is not logically the 
man to 
burglarize 
in order to 
uncover details about transactions 
between Ellsberg and the Soviet 
Embassy. And here is how m atters 
of 
this 
sort achieve the awful 
delicacy they achieve, the motives 
of Ehrlichman et al are better not 
explained 
than 
explained, 
even 
though to reveal them would make 
their mission more understandable. 
M eanwhile 
the 
debate 
will 
probably go on and it will not be 
resolved — and shouldn’t be. When a 
President stoops to unconstitution­ 
ality, 
the 
transgression 
will 
in 
almost every case be history's to 
rule upon — as with Lincoln, and 
Jefferson, 
and 
Roosevelt, 
and 
Lyndon Johnson. No formal charter 
for a free society is proof against 
improvisation; 
nor is any state 
protected 
against 
the abuse 
of 
power.

conference of m asked, self-styled

W atergate figures and promised to 
give all the lurid details to the 
Senate W atergate Committee. Then 
the dynamic duo flew back to New 
York, where “ Rogers” owned up to 
being Alan Abel, a professional 
hoaxer, and identified “ Faye” as a 
professional impressionist - actress, 
Iris Brooks. 
Then there was the phone call to 
Senator Sam Ervin in the Senate 
C aucus 
R oom , 
and 
E rv in ’s 
triumphiant report to the world that 
Secretary 
of 
Treasury 
George 
Shultz had just advised him Mr. 
Nixon would release White House 
tapes pertinent to the W atergate 
inquiry. 
But 
the 
P resid en t’s 
lawyers, glued to their TV sets at 
1600 Pennsylvania Avenue, were 
quick to inform gullible old Uncle 
Sam that he had been had. It had not 
been Shultz on the phone at all. As 
Ervin should have realized, Mr. 


Nixon was not about to produce the 
tapes; his lawyers were in fact busy 
preparing the brief that said no in 
the usual legal gobbledygook. 
The chagrined chairm an labeled 
the call “ a right dirty trick,” and he 
was properly em barrassed to have 
been the brunt of it before millions 
of viewers. He was, after all, “ a 
very trusting soul... a trusting and 
unsuspicious individual.” he said. 
Old Sam Ervin, the scourge of North 
Carolina courtrooms, the Senate 
watchdog of Constitutional sanctity, 
as John Ehrlichman found out when 
he tried to tell the com m ittee that 
Mr.

Constitutional 
sanction for approving the Ellsberg 
psychiatrist break-in. Sam Ervin, 
trusting and unsuspicious? Why not? 
Doubting Thomas himself would be 
a believer in the current anything- 
goes clim ate.
